Liquor System 
Causes Much 
Resentment 

Only 26 Ounces Hard Liquor 
Allowed a Customer Per Month; 
12 Pints Beer Allowed Each 
Week. 

Resentment continues to increase 
at the liquor regulations, which 
appear to be stricter as each week 
goes by. At the present time cus¬ 
tomers at the vendor’s are only al¬ 
lowed a 26-ounce bottle of hard 
liquor per month; 2 bottles of wine 
per month, providing the two bot¬ 
tles are secured in the one pur¬ 
chase, and only 12 pints of beer 
per week. 

Forty-ounce bottles of hard liq¬ 
uor were being sold as long as the 
supply lasted and on Wednesday 
the supply was fast dwindling. 

A direct result of the new regu¬ 
lations has been the increased sale 
of permits to women. It has been 
revealed that one day this week 
there were as many women buying 
liquor permits as there were men. 
In this manner a double supply of 
liquor can be obtained by some 
households. 

The beer problem, however, is 
the one getting the most consider¬ 
ation from the average miner. 
There is little doubt that locally 
the miner likes nis beer and to 
have it taken from him in the man¬ 
ner the federal government has 
been decreeing has resulted in the 
expectant discontent and resent¬ 
ment. 

Things appeared to come to a 
head on Saturday night, when all 
three hotels sold out their beer ra¬ 
tion before the scheduled closing 
time. The Legion club was only 
selling to members and the bulk of 
the men were unable to secure 
more beer. 

Much prominence has been giv¬ 
en in the dailies to Tom Uphill’s 
declaration that the miner must 
be given his beer. Mr. Uphill is 
M.L.A. in the B.C. legislature. 

The beer question is scheduled to 
be discussed at a miners’ union 
meeting here on Sunday.

Enteritis is an inflammation of the 
intestine and is the cause of heavy 
losses in young swine. The symp¬ 
toms are those of severe diarrhoea 
followed by rapid loss of weight, and 
in the severe forms, death in from 
three to ten days. As there are sev¬ 
eral different forms of enteritis we 
will discuss them separately. 

Simple Scours: This condition is 
usually observed in weanling pigs, 
and the cause can generally be traced 
to errors in diet. Over-feeding on 
coarse feed of poor quality, or exces¬ 
sive amounts of concentrate is the 
common cause. Symptoms are those 
of diarrhoea, lack of appetite and 
loss of weight. 

Treatment: Correct the diet, giv¬ 
ing milk and a limited amount of 
solid food. Lime water should be 
added to the food, and small quanti¬ 
ties of either formalin or blue stone 
added to the drinking water will 
usually correct this form of scours. 
A dessertspoonful of formalin or half 
teaspoonful of blue stone to a gallon 
of water can be used. . 

Necrotic Enteritis: Necrotic En¬ 
teritis is an infectious disease affect 
in£ pigs from six weeks to four 
months of age. It is caused by 
bacterial infection and spreads rapidly 
in a herd of young swine. This dis¬ 
ease usually makes its appearance 
when hogs have been kept for years 
on premises where sanitation has 
been neglected. 

Symptoms: The onset of the dis¬ 
ease is sudden and a number of pigs 
will show symptoms about the same 
time. In the acute form the passing 
of black liquid feces is the most con¬ 
stant symptom. High fever, weak¬ 
ness with staggering gait is often 
noticed, and in this form death may 
occur in thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours. In the chronic form there is 
a persistent diarrhoea and the hair 
coat becomes rough and dry. Animals

Has Wide Experience 

Group Captain Ashton Now In Charge 
Of No. 2 Training Command 
At Winnipeg 

Group Captain A. J. Ashton, former 
Commanding Officer of the Patricia 
Bay Air Station, Victoria, B.C., has 
taken over the position of officer in 
charge administration of No. 2 Train¬ 
ing Command, Winnipeg. 

Born in Wiltshire, England, Group 
Captain Ashton came to Canada as a 
young man in 1911. Following the 
last war, he became attached to the 
Canadian Air Board in 1920 and 
served with the Canadian Air Force 
in 1921, continuing with the R.C.A.F. 
when it w,as formed in 1924. He was 
engaged in various flying duties, in¬ 
cluding an aerial survey which was 
conducted over the Hudson Straits in 
1927 and 1928. He flew in Northern 
Manitoba in the following year and 
in 1931 was on exchange to the Royal 
Air Force where he served with the 
Coastal Command. He took part in 
an aerial survey of Newfoundland in 
1933, and just before the war was in 
charge of a flying boat squadron in 
Vancouver. 

At the outbreak of hostilities, he 
was placed in charge of the Ottawa 
Air Station at Rockcliffe and later 
took command of the Jericho Beach 
Station at Vancouver. Following the

There is, for example, the common idea that milk is composed mostly of { 
water and therefore does not leave any significant waste for the intestines, j 
As a matter of fact, milk leaves a great amount of residue—much more 
than that left by meat or eggs. 

Dr. James S. McLester, U.S. authority, has summarized the investiga-1 
tions of scores of scientists who have experimented with various types of j 
food. It has been discovered that: 

Meat is the most satisfying food in that it calls forth the greatest 
activity on the part of the stomach. 

Milk ranks next to meat. Cooked eggs are mere satisfying than rawj 
eggs; the latter leave the stomach rapidly and are not easily digested. 

Bread, especially if toasted, has poor appetite-satisfying qualities. 

Potatoes are only a little higher. Both become more satisfying if a little 
butter is used with them, which is poor consolation in these days of ration- | 
ing. Green vegetables are low in satisfying qualities, though high in vitamin 
content. 

If eggs are eaten raw, beat them in order to get full value. Plain raw [ 
egg white apparently runs through the system so rapidly that it is hardly 
digested at all. 

Cooking loosens the connective .tissue of meat so that the digestive juices 
reach it more readily. Cooking causes the starch cells of vegetables to j 
burst and become accessible to digestive fluids. 

Foods that are most likely to cause distress because of individual sensi¬ 
tivities are, in relative order according to one test involving 500 people: 
onions, milk, apples, cabbage, chocolate, radishes, tomatoes, cucumbers, eggs, 
and fats. Milk is more easily digested when mixed with other foods; take!

The cause of Swine Pellagra 
is a vitamin B deficiency. Its ap¬ 
pearance is slew and gradual, quite in 
contrast to the infectious type of En¬ 
teritis, where the onset is sudden and 
severe. Animals receiving tankage 
in their ration rarely suffer from this 
disease. 

Symptoms: Pig Pellagra has a 
slow, gradual onset. There is loss of 
weight, lack of appetite, accompanied 
by watery diarrhoea. The hair be¬ 
comes dry and a scaly inflammation of 
the skin is usually noticed about the 
ears and parts of the body. Animals 
lose weight and gradually become 
emaciated.

REPORT SAYS GERMAN 
HAS NOW DROPPED TO TIE 

LOWEST LEVEL OF THE 


Stockholm.—German morale 
hit th" lowest level of the war, and; 
it is questionable whether Hitler can 
lift it out of the depths as he has in 
the past with military victories. 

People who have recently been in 
Germany, the Nazi press and Swed¬ 
ish newspapers confirm this view. 
Perhaps especially significant are re¬ 
ports of how heavily the terror of 
bombings is hitting the German peo¬ 
ple, and how wounded soldiers de¬ 
scribe the "hell” off the eastern front j 
and express hope they won’t have to 
go back. I 

'There is shaken cpnfiderice in Hit¬ 
ler as a soldier-genius, especially 
among the soldiers, as a result of 
military defeats. 

Although morale is bad, no crack- 
up should be expected before a de¬ 
cisive military defeat becomes plain 
to every German. In this connection 
it must be remembered always that 
the Nazis disarmed the Germans and 
wiped out the oppositional political 
leadership so effectively that there 
are no signs of counter-organization 
in strength. 

Himmler, Hitler’s watchdog, is tak¬ 
ing no chances. A press campaign 
to draw recruits for his private army 
intended mainly for use during in¬ 
ternal crises has been running for 
weeks. He is releasing police and 
SS. troops from clerical and other 
station work for the field by enroll¬ 
ing women. 

He sealed many loopholes in the 
police network by establishing the 
“Aldnwacht” of “several hundred 
thousands” strong for security of the 
homeland. This service is obligatory 
in addition to regular work, prin¬ 
cipally for men who fought in the last

The housing shortage in Vienna, 
tjie Voelkischer Boebachter disclosed, 
is acute, with 75,000 families seek¬ 
ing homes, 13,000 of them urgently.

Prime Minister Startles 
House 

Realizing that too many di¬ 
visions are developing among 
the Liberal members of the House 
of Commons, particularly among 
Quebec members, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King read the riot act 
to them and indicated that he 
might bring on a general election 
to force the rebels into the open 
to find if they are with him or 
determined to hamper the war ef¬ 
fort by their political propaganda. 

Had iMr. King showed a much 
firmer hand earlier in the war, he 
might have held these unruly ele¬ 
ments in line, and at the same 
time have shown the Canadian 
people at large that he was 
possessed of forceful leadership 
which was not afraid to challenge 
those whose support of th e war ef¬ 
fort was either lukewarm or non¬ 
existent. 

Quebec has been pandered per¬ 
haps too much. Fprmer Mayor 
Camillien Houde of Montreal 
thought he could flout wartime 
rulings with impunity and is at 
present in an internment camp. 
The Cardin-led party rebels are 
disputing the policy of the govern¬ 
ment. Premier Aberhart in Alber¬ 
ta has told people over the radio 
that the soldiers when .they return 
from the war will have to sweat 
and labor to pay the interest on 
Victory Bonds and War Savings 
Certificates. Many other things 
have been said which have as their 
object the enibarassment of the 
iFederal government, in which 
C.C.F. members, Social Credit and 
Liberal rebels all have had a part. 

As Mr. King pointed out, an ex¬ 
ample of a house divided against 
itself was seen in the fall of 
France. With so many aspirants 
for political leadership in Canada 
during wartime, there is a dan¬ 
ger of creating disunity which 
can be ver.yv damaging to the war 
effort. 

The propaganda carried on by 
all of these political leaders who 
are not in accord with the govern¬ 
ment’s policies is aimed at feather¬ 
ing their own nests; not to pro¬ 
mote a united war effort. There 
are many things. The Journal does 
not agree with in the Liberal 
party’s policy, but it does believe 
it is its duty to uphold the govern¬ 
ment during the present critical 
era in the world’s history. An 
election at a time such as this 
would provoke bitter controversy 
and mor e disunity. Mr. King’s 
best move would Ibe to form a co¬ 
alition government to join forces 
against the rebellious elements. 

Rommel Hits Back in 
North Africa 

“Americans concede defeat in 
Tunisia; Crack Panzers hit green 
United States troops; Mme. CJhi- 
ang Warns of Japan’s Might.” 
These are banner headlines across 
the front page of that conserva¬ 
tive newspaper, The Christian 
Science Monitor, of Boston. Pre¬ 
mier King in the House of Com¬ 
mons stated that only now are the 
Allied Nations '.beginning to equal 
in power that of the Axis forces. 
Winston Churchill and President 
Roosevelt warn of heavy casual¬ 
ties. Submarines maintain their de¬ 
vastating toll. 

Against these there is the toll 
the Russians are taking of Ger¬ 
many’s land and air forces, and 
the holding of the Japs in the 
southwest Pacific by U.S. forces. 

No early end of the war is in 
sight. The relentless struggle for 
Victory must go on. The setback 
in Tunisia brings the following 
editorial comment in the Christian 
Science Monitor, significant indeed 
in view of the opinion late in 1942 
that when the Americans landed 
in North Africa the Axis armies 
were going to he pushed into the 
sea: 

“Earlier warnings that the 
Tunisian campaign would not be 
easy are now being borne out 
by reports of Rommel’s attack on 
Amercian forces there. This was 
carried out with a vigor typical 
of Nazi first moves, with heavy 
armor, dive bombers and troops 
brought with relative ease over 
good roads, along with sufficient 
supplies. The American positions 
were lightly held and supplied 
over narrow trails. 


“These facts should be borne in 
mind when calculating the fight¬ 
ing qualities of the Americans 
now facing Rommel’s veterans. 
The withdrawals reflect in no way 
on the American troops. 

“But the retreat should have a 
sabering effect on many Ameri¬ 
cans including those officers who 
lately earned a sharp warning 
from General Eisenhower against 
supercilious and offensive remarks 
about America’s allies. Observers 
in Africa report an unfortunate 
tendency toward “cockiness” on 
the part of some Americans there, 
especially those new on the groumi, 
who have had no experience wor. 
ing with their allies. The setback 
to American forces should be tak¬ 
en to heart by such people. 

“Though it doubtless is tempor¬ 
ary and local, it is reported al¬ 
ready to have exposed the British 
flank and obliged General Mont¬ 
gomery to rearrange his forces. 
Descriptions of the thinness of the 
American line would suggest that 
the proportion of American to 
British troops in Africa has been 
over-estimated, in which case sur- 
rent statements that the North 
African affair has been “an all- 
American” show, and that it will 
continue as much, require close 
examination. 

“Apparently Rommel has now 
widened the corridor through 
which he hopes to move the rest 
of his Afrika Korps to a junction 
with his main forces. The concen¬ 
tration of German power in Tu¬ 
nisia may by now he extremely 
formidable; that the Nazis are 
willing to pay a big price to post¬ 
pone the inevitable in Africa is 
indicated in the severe losses they 
are willing to sustain on the sea 
routes to Tunisia. 

“President Roosevelt and Secre¬ 
tary Stimson have offered us per¬ 
spective for the battles ahead. Also 
needed is a realization that a 
superiority complex on the part of 
Americans can be a hindrance to 
good teamwork among allies, and 
can prevent proper appreciation of 
the difficulties that American’ 
fighting men on far away fronts 
mest overcome. The point is 
sharpened by the news from 
Tunisia.” 

In Honor of The Boy Scouts 

Last week was Boy IScout Week. 
Though no special observance of 
it was made locally. One of the 
Empire's most distinguished 
soldiers, and a friend of boyhood 
throughout the world, the late 
Lord Badem-Powell, inaugurated 
the Boy Scout movement in 1908, 
and was recognized as Chief Scout 
of the World until his death in 
1941. He will long be remembered 
also as the hero of Mafeking, the 
western Transvaal town besieged 
during the Boer War, where Bad- 
en-Powell commanded the be¬ 
sieged garrison of British soldiers 
and withstood all attempts by the 
Boers to force them to surrender. 

The Scout movement grew to be 
the largest youth organization in 
the world, with more than 25 mil¬ 
lion hoys Ibenefitting from its 
training. Over 100,000 former Boy 
Scouts are serving in the Cana¬ 
dian . forces. Several have been 
decorated for gallantry, and more 
than 200 have given their lives. 

To the leaders of the Boy Scouts 
in Coleman, appreciation is ex¬ 
pressed for the good work they 
are doing, without any fanfare or 
publicity seeking. 

In a tribute to a former mem¬ 
ber of the newspaper’s staff who 
died from illness caused by service 
in the Battle of the Atlantic, the 
West Lancashire Evening Gazette 
said: “Radio Officer Jack Kirk- 
bridge was a King’s Scout, and 
he was all that distinction means. 
We in this office watched him 
grow from boyhood and admired 
his eagerness and vitality. He was 
a good Scout, a good sailor, a 
good patriot.” 

Provincial governments are ask¬ 
ing the Federal government what 
they are going to do about making 
up the losses in liquor profits oc¬ 
casioned by the curtailment of 
sales.

Editor’s Note: The following pre¬ 
pared statement was given The 
Journal by the Town Council in 
order to acquaint the ratepayers 
with the negotiations which have 
taken place towards flood control 
in West Coleman. 

The flood, which happened at the 
beginning of last May, certainly 
caused much damage, trouble and 
expense. 

Last July the Town Council met 
Superintendent Lamb, of the C.P. 
R., and one of his engineers, to¬ 
gether with representatives of the 
two coal companies, to see if we 
could find some solution to the 
problem. We also discussed the 
matter with Mr. Bradley, the pro¬ 
vincial engineer for this district. 
After a few weeks had elapsed, 
we received a letter from Superin¬ 
tendent Lamb, stating that the C. 
P.R. engineering department had 
come to the conclusion that to pre¬ 
vent a recurrence of the flood con¬ 
ditions, it was necessary, in their 
opinion, to make the McGillivray 
Creek take a direct and Straight 
course into the Old Man River, 
similar to the way the creek ran 
in the early days, before it was di¬ 
verted, and made to take two se¬ 
vere turns. He also said the C.P.R. 
would be willing to build a culvert 
sufficiently large under their own 
tracks and at their own expense, 
if we could get the other party to 
do the same under their tracks. 
Late in the fall of ’42, the town 
council met Mr. Short in his of¬ 
fice, together with other represen¬ 
tatives of the coal companies, to 
see if we could get the coal com¬ 
pany to do as the C.P.R. had prom¬ 
ised to do, that is, build at their 
own expense a culvert under the 
coal companies’ tracks. After wait¬ 
ing some time we were informed 
by letter that the coal companies 
would be willing to pay half of the 
expense of the culvert under the 
coal companies’ tracks, and this, 
of course, had provisos in it, and 
we are sorry to say that is where 
the matter stands right now. 

We might say that as a tempor¬ 
ary measure, last November, to 
help matters out, the provincial 
government cleaned out the pres¬ 
ent creek by hiring Sagoff’s cater¬ 
pillar. 

Following is an estimated cost 
of re-routing the creek directly into 
the Old Man River as compiled by 

C. P.R. engineers: 

Culvert under C. P. R. tracks, 
$2,500; culvert under coal compan¬ 
ies’ tracks, $4,000; waterway 
through the old channel and the 
coal companies and C.P.R. culverts, 
$1,800; control dam to regulate 
flow down the channel on the north 
side of track, $800. Total $9,100. 

You will, of course, realize that 
at this time of changing costs of 
labor and changing prices of ma¬ 
terial, the figures given can only 
be termed approximate. 

Light & Water Conference 

Editor’s Note: The following is 
a prepared Statement given The 
Journal by the council on the re¬ 
cent meeting of the Coleman Light 
& Water Co. Ltd. and the Council 
before Chairman G. M. Blackstock, 
of the Board of Public Utility Com¬ 
missioners. 

On the 7th day of October, 1942, 
the Council had an informal con¬ 
ference at Lethbridge with Chair¬ 
man G. M. Blackstock, of the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners. 

Representing the Town were: E. 

D. Battrum, F. Antrobus, G. Ford 
and Miss G. Lees; representing 
the C. L. & W, Co. were: A. F. 
Short and B. I. Jennett. 

Mainly the purpose of this in¬ 
formal conference was to see if 
we could obtain the sanction from 
the Board to the following: 

(a) That street lighting rates be 
rescinded by 50 per cent of fran¬ 
chise tariff; 

(b) To grant an annual exemp¬ 
tion of charges for electricity to 
the Coleman Miners’ hospital up 
to $130 per annum; 

(c) To grant an annual exemp¬ 
tion of charges for electricity to 
Coleman Community Rink up to 
$75 per annum. 

(d) To eliminate hydrant charges 
which amount to $1,560. 

We believe, so far as the Coun¬ 
cil was concerned, if we could have 
had Clause D eliminated altogeth¬ 
er and the money saved from this 
source and allowed to accumulate 


towards taking over the light and 
water utility, it would have helped 
quite a lot. You see, ever since the 
franchise came into being the Town 
has paid $5 per month per hydrant, 
and there are 26 hydrants. The 
council tried, but made very little 
progress in this direction. Any in¬ 
terested ratepayer who is a con¬ 
sumer can have a loan of the whole 
typewritten proceedings of the con¬ 
ference. 

The most important question 
with which the Town will have to 
deal in the near future is the 
problem of talcing over the light 
and water utility on the 1st day 
of July, 1944, and for that reason 
we would like a free expression of 
opinion on the matter, as to which 
way you would like your elected 
representatives to deal with this 
matter.

Explanations and Comments 

Jesus Learns of Lazarus’ Sickness, 
John 11:1-16. At Bethany there was 
a household beloved of Jesus,—“Now 
Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, 
and Lazarus,” we are told by John. 
When Lazarus fell seriously ill the 
sisters sent word to Jesus, believing 
that if he only knew of their great 
need of him he would come quickly 
to them. Beautiful trust was ex¬ 
pressed by their message, "He whom 
thou lovest is sick.” They made no 
claim upon him. They simply laid 
the matter in his hands. Jesus told 
his disciples that the sickness was 
“unto the glory of God, that the Son 
of God may be glorified thereby.” Re¬ 
call his words concerning the afflic¬ 
tion of the blind man: “that the 
works of God should be made mani¬ 
fest in him.” 

Jesus delayed two days before he 
started for Bethany. His disciples 
would have deterred him from going 
by reminding him that the Jews had 
been seeking to stone him and it 
would be dangerous for him to go 
back. Jesus told them plainly that 
Lazarus was dead, and added: “I am 
glad for your sakes that I was not 
there, to the interest that ye may be¬ 
lieve; nevertheless, let us go unto 
him.” Then Thomas courageously 
counseled the others: “Let us also go, 
that we may die with him.” 

The Situation in the Homo at 
Bethany, John 11:17-19. When Jesus 
and the disciples arrived, they found 
I that Lazarus’ body had lain in the 
! tomb four days, for burial took place 
on the day of his death, as is still 
customary in Palestine. Bethany be¬ 
ing near Jerusalem, only five furlongs 
(three-fourths of a mile) away, many 
Jews had arrived from the city to 
join the sisters in their mourning. 

Martha’s Wonderful Faith in Jesus, 
John 11:20-27. When the sisters 
learned that Jesus was approaching, 
Mary remained in the house with 
their friends but Martha hastened 
out of the village to meet him. “Lord, 
if thou hadst been here, my brother 
had not j9ied,” she cried, and then 
with wonderful faith she expressed 
her belief that Jesus could “even 
now” restore him to life. “I know 
that whatsoever thou shalt ask of 
God, God will give thee,” were her 
words. “Thy brother shall rise again,” 
Jesus returned. She took his words 
to refer to a far-distant, future res- 
surrection, “the resurrection at the 
last day,” and her belief in that res¬ 
urrection seems to have given her 
little comfort, for it was belief, not 
faith, that she expressed. Belief is a 
matter of the intellect; faith, a mat¬ 
ter of the heart and life. “She was 
thinking of what concerned the in¬ 
discriminate mass of men, the world's 
millions everywhere, instead of look¬ 
ing at what was close at hand and 
concerned her.”

Military Genius 

Might Of German Strategy Has 
Received A Powerful Jolt 
Since the days of the great Clause- 
•wltz, the Prussian general who wrote 
the copy-books for modern military 
strategists, Germany has been look¬ 
ed upon as the land of military geni¬ 
uses. The world spoke in awe of 
"German thoroughness”, of German 
“capaiity for organization”. 

What has happened to all this 
“genius" and "thoroughness” in Rus¬ 
sia? Here is what was supposed to 
be the mightiest and best led army 
in the world reeling back before the 
Russians; out-generalled, out-man¬ 
oeuvred, outfought. Hitler’s great 
I generals, with their “supermen” be- 
j hind them, failed to see that Stalin, 
falling back in the Summer and Fall 
(just as the Russians fell back be¬ 
fore Napoleon) was preparing a great 
offensive. They obviously failed to 
[ grasp, and were powerless to fend, 
the complicated and concerted moves 
by which the Russians surrounded 
and annihilated them at Stalingrad; 
and equally in failure they fell into a 
trap in the Caucasus. 

And as in Russia, so in Egypt and 
Libya. Rommel was hailed as a 
“genius”, dubbed the “fox of the 
desert”. But Rommel was only a 
“fox of the desert” and a “genius” so 
long as he had superiority in aero¬ 
planes and tanks and guns; once the 
odds became equal the British under 
Montgomery drove him back a thou¬ 
sand miles, turned him into (Mr. 
Churchill's words) "a fugitive from 
Libya”. 

Maybe this “German military 
genius” tale is but a myth; one of 
many myths about Germany.—Ottawa 
Journal.

LIFE’S LIKE THAT 


NECESSITY FOR GOOD 
VENTILATION 

An article entitled “Housing and 
Health” appearing in a recent edition 
of “Better Health”, official journal of 
the Central Council for Health Edu¬ 
cation in Great Britain, calls atten¬ 
tion to the necessity for good ventila¬ 
tion in homes as a prerequisite for 
good health. 

Many people, the article declares, 
sleep with their windows tightly 
closed, the result being that they 
breathe stale air throughout the 
night. A sense of well-being is ex¬ 
perienced on entering a well-venti¬ 
lated room, however, where there Is 
a proper adjustment of air currents 
with air that is clean, of a suitable 
temperature and free from damp¬ 
ness. Good ventilation in this sense 
promotes physical and mental fit¬ 
ness. Too often, states the item, the 
liver is blamed for that “out-of-sorts” 
feeling when it should be the ventila¬ 
tion. This is the essential scientific 
basis for the belief that housing and 
health are interrelated and that 
damp, stuffy, dirty, smoky, over¬ 
crowded dwellings promote ill-health. 

A stuffy atmosphere, it emphasizes, 
leads to congestion of the lining of 
the nasal and breathing passages. 
This congestion more readily lends 
those linings for infection by germs 
in the atmosphere already or sprayed 
upon one by one’s neighbour who 
sneezes without using a handkerchief. 
When you go from a stuffy room into 
the cold air it is not the cold air that 
gives you the cold, the influenza, or 
the pneumonia. The germs of these 
diseases had already gained a foot¬ 
hold when you were with your com¬ 
panions in the stuffy room. 

Overcrowding, says the article, pro¬ 
motes a stuffy atmosphere, rendering 
it easier for germs to pass from one 
human being to another. A smoky 
atmosphere too, contributes to stuffi¬ 
ness, to congestion of the linings of 
the nose and breathing passages and 
tends to keep out the ultra violet 
rays coming from the sun when there 
is sunshine. 

Dampness too is named as being; a 
co-factor with poor ventilation in 
breaking down health. In itself it 
promotes ill-ventilation by increasing 
the vapour concentration in the air 
of the room or building, so aggravat¬ 
ing the difficulties of that air in 
carrying off hot, water vapour from 
the human body.
